A True Conception of Papal Infallibility. 


In consequence of the obvious misunderstand 
ing as to the Dogma of Papal infallibility in a 
recent letter of Sir Henry Howorth’s, the “ Lon- 
don Tablet” thus enumerates the criteria b: 
which an infallible judgment may be known: 

“From the very nature of tha question, three 
elements present themselves: First, the Pope; 
secondly, the Making; thirdly, the Judgment. 
Hence three plain conditions—one on the part 
of each. On the part of the Pope, it is requir- 
ed that he shall speak in his capacity as su- 
preme teacher of all Christians. On the part 
ofthe Making, it is required that it shall be an 
act of doctrinal definition. On the part of the 
Judgment, it is required that it shall be a mat- 
ter concerning faith and morals.” 

On the same subject, the Ave Maria. an 
American R. C. paper, has the following to say: 

Our Anglican friends should know that the 
Pope's prerogative is restricted to his position 
as the teacher of the whole flock on the sub- 
Jects of faith and morals: that although the 
authority of the Pope is always to be respecte4
